Stresses Need of 
Increase. in Flax Seed 


The war in the Pacific has curtail 
ed the’ supply of vegetable oils, Ca- 
nada uses about 450,000,000 lbs, of 
fats-and oils (excluding butter) an- 
nually. Of this amount about 270,- 
000,000 is composed of vegetable oils 
These are used as fdllows:— 130,- 
000,000 Ibs, (excluding butter and 


lard) for edible purposes, 110,000,000 |. 


for soap and glycerine, the glycerine 
is needed in the explosives industry 
30,000,000 lbs, for paint and varnish 
which is needed for painting of tanks 
guns, ships, etc. 

Normally Canada imports about 
200,000,000 lbs, to 250,000,000 Ibs. of 
these oils. The import supply is now 
greatly curtailed so Canada must pro 
duce more, 

There are only about four crops 
that can be grown for oil production 
in Canada; safflower, sunflower, soy- 
beans and flaxseed. Flax is the only 
one that can be increased appreciably 
this year, ‘The government has guar 
anteed a price of §2.25 per bushel 
basig No, 1C.W. Fort William. This 


is two-and-a-half times the price of|- 


wheat, If calculated on the price at 
the farm delivery point, it is about 
three times the price of wheat. It 
will therefore be a profitable crop to 
grow. 

To supply the needs of ourselves 
andj our allies it will require about 
‘three times 1941 production, It is 
profitable, and at the same time our 
patriotic duty to produce fix, The 
National Barley and Linseed Flax- 
seed Committee believe that for ev- 
ery acre seeded last year, three 
should be sown this year. ‘

Not all good winter laying hens 
are hatched in the previous: April, 
but no doubt most of them are hat-
